CHAPTER XXIV. 

rn It LONG CHASE—AM INDIAN LEGEND. 

Taking up the tlmwhonored and entertaining work to which 
he bad referred, Chae. Lamnan’s “Adventures In the Wilds of 
America " of 1856—Frank Fowler proceeded to read the an¬ 
nexed tradition of the Chlppewas, much to the Interest of his 
companions: 

'"It was a 8umrner day, and my birchen canoe, paddled by a 
party of Chippewa Indiana, was gliding along the southern ahore 
of Lake Superior. We bad left the Apostle Islands, and were 
wending our way towards the mouth of the Ontonagon, where 
we Intended to spend the night. Behind us reposed lu beauty the 
Emerald Islands, In our front appeared the Porcupine Mountains, 
the sky above was without a cloud, and the waste of sleeping 
waters was only broken by the presence of a lonely swan, which 
seemed to be following in our wake, apparently for the sake of our 
companionship. I was delighted with the scene which surround¬ 
ed me, and having requested my comrades to fill their pipes from 
my tobacco pouch, I inquired for an adventure or a story con¬ 
nected with this portion of the lake. I waited but for a moment, 
when the chief of the party, Ogee-maw-gt-thick, or Chief of the 
Sky, signified bis Intention by a Buddeu exclamation, and pro¬ 
ceeded with the following historical tradition: 

" The Indian warrior of other days seldom thought that dis¬ 
tance ought to be considered when he went forth to battle 
against his enemies, provided be was certain of winning the ap¬ 
plause of Ills fellow men. Fatigue and hunger were alike looked 
upon as unimportant considerations, and both endured without a 
murmur. 

“ The white man had not yet become the owner of this wilder¬ 
ness, and our nation was at war with the Iroquois, who had in¬ 
vaded our territory. At this time It was that a party of six 
Iroquois runners had been Bent by their leading chief from Ke- 
wa-we-non, on the southern shore of Lake Superior, to examine 
the position of the Chlppewas, who were supposed to be on an 
Islaud called Moo-ne-quah-na-kon-lng. The spies having arrived 
opposite the Island where their enemies were encamped (which 
Island was about three miles from the main shore), they built a 
war canoe out of the bark of an elm tree, launched It at the hour 
of midnight, and, having Implored the god of war to smile upon 
them and keep the lake In peace, they landed on the Island, and 
were soon prowling through the village of the unconscious 
Chlppewas. 

“They were so cautious In all their movements that their foot- 
steps did not even awaken tho sleeping dogs. It so happened, 
however, that they were discovered, and that, too, by a young 
woman, who, according to ancient custom, was leading a solitary 
life previous to becoming a mother. In her wakefulness she saw 
them pass her lodge, and heard them speak, but could not under¬ 
stand their words, though she thought them to be of the Na-do- 
was tribe. When they had passed she stole out of her wigwam 
to that of her aged grand-mother, whom she Informed of wbat 
she had seen andlheard. The aged woman only reprimanded her 
daughter for her Imprudence, and did not heed her words. ' But, 
mother,’ replied [the girl, 'I speak the truth, the dreaded Ns-do- 
waa are In our village; and if the warriors of the Buffalo race do 
not heed the story of a foolish girl their women and their children 
must perish.’ The words of the girl were finally believed, and 
the warriors of the Crane and Buffalo tribes prepared themselves 
for the capture. The war whoop echoed to the sky; and the rat¬ 
tling of bows and arrows was heard In every part of the island. 
In about an hour the main shore was lined with about eight hun¬ 
dred canoes, whose occupants were anxiously waiting for the ap¬ 
pearance of the spies. These desperate men, however, had made 
up their minds to try the mettle of their oars to the utmost, and 
as the day was breaking, they launched their canoe from a woody 
cove, shot round the island, and started In the direction of the 
Porcupine Mountains, which were about sixty miles distant Soon 
as they came In sight of the Chlppewas the latter became quite 
frantic, and giving their accustomed yell, the whole multitude 
started after them, swift as the flight of gulls. The mighty lake 
was without a ripple; and the beautiful fish In Its bosom wan¬ 
dered about tbelr rocky haunts In perfect peace, unconscious of 
the dreadful strife which was going on above. The canoes of 
the pursued and the pursuers moved with magic speed. The Iro¬ 
quois were some two miles ahead, and while they strained every 
nerve for life, one voice rose high Into the air with a«ong of In¬ 
vocation to the spirits of their race for protection; and In answer 
to their petition a thick fog fell upou the water, and caused great 
confusion. One of the Chippewa warriors laid down his paddle, 
aelxed his mysterious rattle (made of deer’s hoof), and In a strange, 
wild song, Implored the spirits of his race to clear away the fog, 
that they might only ace their enemies. 

"Theburthen of the song was: . 

“ ‘ Mon o-ton lie bah bah me tah wob 
Ke shig ne bah bah me tah goon 
Ab bee ne nah wah goom me goon 
Men ke Che dab awaa—nwas.' 

" Which may be translated as follows:— 

“ ‘ Spirit I whom 1 have always obeyed, 

Here canae the skies now to obey, 

And place the waters lu our power. 

We are warriors—away, oway.' 

“•lust as the last strain died upon the air, the fog quickly rolled 
***f’ and the Iroquois'spies were discovered hastening towards 
the ahore near Montreal river. Then came the fog again, and 
then departed, In answer to the conflicting prayers of the nations. 
Lon k »bd awfully exciting was the race. But tho Great Spirit 
»»• the friend of the Chippewa, and Jnat as the Iroquole were 
landing on the beach, four of them were pierced with arrows, 
**., ***• remaining two taken priaonere. A council wee then 
»lled, for the purpose of deciding whet should be done with 
“’em, end It wee determined that they should be tortured at the 
*' * er * fastened to a tree, end surrounded with wood, 

hen just as the torch wea to be applied, an aged warrior 
tapped forth from the crowd of ■ pectators, and thua addressed 
assembly: 


. “* Why are you to destroy these men! They are brave war¬ 
riors, but not more distinguished than we arc. We can gain no 
benefit from their death. Why will you not then let them live, 
that they may go and tell their people of our power, and that 
our warriors are numerous as the stars of the uortberu akyl’ 

“The council pondered on the old man’s advice, and there was 
a struggle between tbelr love of revenge and love of glory; but 
both became victorious. One of the spies was released, and, as 
he ascended a narrow valley, leading to the Porcupine Mountains, 
the fire wae applied to the dry wood piled round the form of the 
other; and In the darkness of midnight, and amid the shouting of 
hta cruel enemies, the body of the Iroquois prisoner was con¬ 
sumed to sshea. The spot where the sacrifice took place has been 
riven by many a thunderbolt since then, for the god of war was 
displeased with the faint-heartedness of the Chippewa, In valuing 
a name tnore highly than the privilege of revenge; and the aame 
summer, of the following year, which saw the humane Chippewa 
buried on the shore of Superior, also saw the remains of the par¬ 
doned spy consigned to the earth on the shore of the Mlchlgau. 

“ Thus ended the legend of Shah-gah-wah-mlk, one of the Apos¬ 
tle Islands, which the French named La Polnte, and which was 
originally knowo as Moo-ne-quah-na-kon-lng. The village stood 
where the old trading establishment is now located; and among 
the greenest of the groves In the hamlet of La Polnte Is that 
where He the remains of the Indian girl who exposed beraelf to 
reproach for the purpose of saving her people.’’ 

There was a momentary silence when Fowler completed the 
spirited narrative, followed by a unanimous request for another 
relating to the same region. If auch might bo found In the work, 
whereupon, scanning the weU-worn pages, which hod taken on 
an amber hue from age, he hit upon and read the following choice 
traditions, which from the peculiar association with a locality 
familiar to all, and rich not only In scenery but In legend, gave 
an added charm to each. 


Odds and Ends. 


BT ONBIDA. 

It la long since I have found time to write anything for the 
columns of the Chicago Field and though there may be some 
of your readers who will not care to hear from me now, there 
may be others who will take (n good part a line or two from 
“Oneida.” 

First, then, as to the much-argued subject of “holding on, or 
holding ahead.” I believe It was something that I said in a former 
letter on the subject of “two eyes or one In shooting,” that set 
the ball in motion, and I am very glad to know that what I wrote 
has called forth so much dlscussiou. I believe that those who 
say “hold ahead" have the best of the argument, and that those 
wbo say they hold right on the bird really hold ahead, though 
they do not seem to do so, or at least are not conscious of doing 
so. Of course, I do not claim that quartering or cross shots are 
never killed by holding right on. Nay, I will even go farther, 
aod admit that alow flying birds that are from twenty to thirty 
yards only from the gun may be, and often are killed In this way, 
but on fast flying birds at longer range-, I think that killing 
clean by holdlDg on la the exception and not the rule. Almost 
all our beat sea-fowl shots along the Atlantic coaat with whom I 
have conversed on this subject tell me It Is ODly by bolding ahead 
that they meet with success, and when fowl are flying fast and at 
long range they not only bold well ahead but also well above the 
line of flight. Of course our friend T. S. Van Dyke will sneer at 
tbla, say It Is shooting by “sense of direction,” and la all “bosh.” 
So far as I am concerned be may say what he pleases. His charg¬ 
ing me with misquoting Mr. Dougall was so uncalled for, and on 
Its face so palpably ridiculous, that I have no desire to bandy 
words with him. His calling In question the word of such an es¬ 
tablished authority as Mr. Dougall, and setting up bis own Ideas 
In opposition to one who baa been a sportsman and a gun maker 
all bla life, and who himself admits, to quote bla own words, that 
he “is constantly learning while unfledged youths think they have 
already mastered the subject,’’ la all of a piece with his criticism 
of my Ideas as to the propriety of using both eyee In taking aim. 

The late London Field gun trial will be a bard pill for the Bo- 
gardua big gun men to swallow. 1 Imagine It Is rather bard on 
our gun dealers too. So many of them had laid In a heavy stock 
of big guns that they were hoping to work off at a profit and now 
It la all spoiled by the London gun trial. Ouly think of It, the 
contemptible little sixteen, eighteen and twenty-gauge guns, 
“mere toys, only Ut for boys, you know,’’ have bcateu at both 
forty and sixty yards, and In both pattern and penetration 
the 12-gauge guns, and could have beaten the heavy 10-gauges just 
aaeaay. To make the matter more aggravating,too,they have gone 
and got a gran man to beat the only one so many of ua have per¬ 
sisted In believing was so very much greener. In parenthesis, dear 
Mohawk, and In your ear; secure me the copyright to the above 
greenest attempt at a puu; and I’ll promise to be a good boy, and 
won’t never do so, no more. Well, joking aside, the results of 
the trial were really surprising, and a triumph for “Rccapj>er,” 
and others of the light weights; but for all that, I still believe 
that for American sportsmen In general, for upland shooting the 
seveu to eight pound twelve gauge la the gun. 

For duck and goose shooting more weight la needed, but even 
with a gun of above dimensions, If the sportsman will but use 
the “ Kay Chip concentrator,” he may make many a shot that his 
heavier armed companion would be proud to have made half so 
well, particularly on single fowl «. 

E. C. Green has earned a record with hla small bores, that he 
may well be proud of; and, though I am no believer In the ex¬ 
treme choke, yet I congratulate him with all my heart. I am 
glad to see that my abort note commending the “ Kay Chips” lias 
called forth others from tboae who have tried them. I should 
not like to do without them, and I believe all wbo have ever given 
them a thorough, and impartial trial, will say the same. 

Quails throughout the middle atatee, seem to have wintered 
well, from all I can learn. Although the cold was severe, we 
bad no deep or drifting snows. The snipe shooting this past 
Spring was pretty much of a failure. How I envied our friend 
John Bolus, hla sport with them. Woodcocks came on early, 
aod as the weather has been favorable, I Jndge they have nested 
and hatched wall. In one month from to-day the law will allow 
than to be shot, and If thla present month of June should be dry, 


many will be killed next month on the marshes. It la a great 
pity that It could not be put a atop to, but public opinion seems 
to favor the practice; and with that against you, all laws are In 
vain. Summer woodcock shooting la but poor pastime, aud noth¬ 
ing more. A sport worthy of the true sportsman It la not, and 
never can be, but only work for country and village loafers, mar¬ 
ket shooters, "aDd such.” 

May the day speedily come when auch so-called sport will be 
looked uj>on as one of the Improvident crudities of the past, Is—I 
um certain—the wish of every true and earnest sportsman, and 
ot Oneida. 


Sporting Ideas of Fifty Years Ago. 


The modern sportsman with bis furxe colored rig, blue-blooded 
dog, and hla fine knack of “writing up” hla shooting trips for hla 
favorite sporting paper, la apt to turn up hla noae at mention of 
those old fellows of fifty years ago; at tbelr fllnt-locka, powder 
horns, and their long-flagged pointers, but who made a dally score 
at single squirrels with their old forty-two Inch In the barrel rifle, 
and who talked “shop’’ with such keenness of off-band knowl¬ 
edge and breadth of observation that would shame the • aforesaid 
sportsman of to-day. We don’t mean to dub every modern 
sportsman “a dab,’’ for there are some gallant fellows amongst 
them, but too many are apt to tblnk that the present generation 
holds all knowledge of thingsnflood or afield. For their benefit 
we have unearthed and paragraphed from ancient sources the 
following practical hints published over a half century ago: 

Use sheets of paper to try the closeness and strength, but a 
stump or a cork lu still water to try the accurate shooting of 
your gun. 

Be sure that both triggers of your gun pull very nearly alike, 
for If they don’t It will Interfere with accurate shooting. 

Pull the trigger at the moment your gun Is brought up to the 
centre of the object. The first sight Is always the beat. 

Shoot with both eyes open. 

Keep your gun moving—before an object crossing—fall high 
on a bird rising up and between tbe ears of rabbits running 
straight away. 

No sportsman living but who occasionally misses the fairest 
shots, and even now and then shoots badly for a whole day. 

When a good shot misses from being nervous It generally 
occurs through hta left band dropping as he pulls tbe trigger. 

When a man la only an expert In bringing down bis bird, be 
has only learned one-third of his art; he should know where to 
place himself for shots, how to flush his birds, what days and 
weather to choose for different kinds of sport. Until he la mas¬ 
ter of these he will often be beat by a very Inferior marksman. 

In killing snap shots fix your eyes, and Immediately pitch your 
gun and Are, as It were along, or rather over, the backs of the 
birds. Recollect they are generally rising when you take them 
very quick. 

Contrive as much as possible to get cross Bhots with your 
double gun by walking across or heading your dog, instead of 
going like a bungler directly from him to the game, which latter 
course will often make your second barrel birds fly straight away 
up or down wind In the smoke, and defy the best shot. 

Present your gun ahead of a crossing bird in proportion to tho 
distance be Is from you. 

Lift your legs high when walking up to your dog In high 
stubble or brush; you make less noise and get twice as near to 
the birds; but In the open country advance as quick as possible, 
tread light and crouch your body as low as you can.— Philadel¬ 
phia Pott. 


Velocitt of Shot.— It Is not strange that there should 
be “ One Sorely Perplexed " on this Bubject when estimates of 
the time of flight for forty yards vary so widely among your cor¬ 
respondents as from one-flfth of a second to one-tenth, and In 
Mr. Dougall’s case to one-nineteenth of a second. 

I have ascertained the true time by the chronograph, and It 
varies, with the charges In general use, from one-sixth to one- 
seventh of a second, the latter being the time for a good 12-bore, 
with 3^ drs. aud 11 oz. of No. 8 shot. These times correspond 
to a mean velocity of 730 feet and 840 feet per second respect¬ 
ively, which are of course higher than the Anal or striking velocity 
at forty yards. 

Your correspondent T., In seeking to deduce the latter from 
the indications of your Instrument, has made no allowance for 
the force with which the pellets recoil from the piste, an Item 
which must be taken Into account, us It has no certain relation 
to tbe recoil of the hammer used to fix tbe scale of force ounces.

[Mr. Rigby’s ascertained results, with regard to the mean 
velocity of the pellets, being obtained by the chronograph, may 
bo accepted as conclusive. They go to confirm T.’s calculations 
with regard to tho Anal or striking velocity at forty yards, so far 
as one can Judge by Inference. In tbeso calculations, as Mr 
Rigby points out, no allowance was made for the force with 
which tbe pellets recoil from the plate; but neither was any al¬ 
lowance made for the force with which the hammer recoils. To- 
be minutely accurate, no doubt these should be taken Into con¬ 
sideration; bat T. Informs ua that he Intentionally avoided any 
allueiou to this part of the subject, as only likely to complicate 
the question, without any corresponding advantage. In both 
cases, the recoil la chiefly due to tbe elasticity of the spring 
which backs up the piste; and this elasticity la constant, whether 
the blow la from the shot or the hammer. Between tbe shot 
and tbe hammer there la, however, a difference of elasticity aris¬ 
ing from the difference of material from which they are made; 
but this Is not sufficiently large to Interfere very materially with 
the general result.— Ed .]—London Field.

Afewlnatances’wlll be given also of the great fecundity of « 
female salmon. Two were taken In the river Philip. In Nova ‘ 
Scotia, weighing each over thirty-five pounds, and giving res- 
oeettvelv 20,000 and 25,000 eggs. Three females captured lu the 
river Restlgouche, lu New Brunswick, yielded Individual ly 25,000, 
27,000 aud 28,000 ova. The report says: An opinion has 

hitherto prevailed amongst writers on the nature of salmon with 
regard to the prolific powers of the females, tnat they yield a 
greater number of eggs than the facta would warrant. State¬ 
ments published by them make one thousand eggs as the average 
for every pound weight of the parent fish; thus, a twenty-pound 
fish would give tweniy thousand, a ten-pound salmon ten thous- 
and, and so on. This quantity I have found, after repeated 
trials, to be nearly double the actual amount to be obtained. 
Having made this atatement previously I now repeat It, arid give 
the returns of ova taken at the aeversl fish-breeding establish¬ 
ments as strong evidence In favor of my conclusions. The Bed¬ 
ford salmon, which gave 9,000 eggs each, would average, by the 
former calculation, only nine pounds In weight—this would not 
exceed one-half their actual size. The Miramlchl Hah would be 
only four pounds, whilst, In point of fact, ten pound* would be 
about the average. The Keatlgouche salmon would be thirteen 
pounds, whereas the whole catch of the season would weigh 
twenty pounds This will also apply to Gaspe and Tadoussac.

The Chinese and Olhor Fishermen or California. 

We gather from the San Francisco Chronicle a number of facts 
concerning tbe fish of that city and the men who catch 4bem. 

It seems that there are In San Franojseo between 8U0 and 350 
fishermen who depend exclusively on this vocation for a liveli¬ 
hood. They are principally Italians, a majority being Genoese. 
Besides Italians, there are Greeks, Portuguese. Spaniards, Sclavo- 
nlans and a sprinkling of other nationalities. Tuey employ a fleet 
of seventy boats, and a capital, Including coat of boats and equip¬ 
ments, of more than $60,000. The boats of the fishermen are 

I unchly built, fast sailers, possessing all necessary sea going 
allties, aud will stand the roughest weather as well as a 
looner of one hundred tone. They are all built on nearly the 
ne model—sharp bottomed, double enders, decked, with a low 
|, sometimes not more that six Inches high, single masted, and 
rrylng an overshadowing lattecn sail anil jib, which together 
ually contain about 150 square yards of cauvas. Their dlmen- 
iub vary, ranging from eighteen to thirly-four feet lu length 
s General Geo. Washington recently launched and the largest 
the fleet, being thirty-four feet—from eight to eleven feet 
am and two to four feet draft. With a fair breeze the little 
sft skims over the watef with a sort of Algerine corsair jauntt- 
ss at a ten-knot speed. These boats are built here, of Oregon 
liar, and cost, completely rigged and ballasted, from $400 to

nd salmon, an eight or eight and a half Inch mesh Is used. A 
ood gill-net costa sometimes ns high as $500. Two men are 
uffleient to work it, aa it has only to be lifted up out of the y 
inter aud dropped back again after the fish are extricated. An¬ 
ther net, called the three-mesh net, la also used in the bay. It 
onslsts simply of a net having three divisions with different 
ized meshes. In the running streams that flow Into the hay, 
ud lu the estuaries of the bay, traps, weirs and permanent uets 
re prohibited by law. It is also made a misdemeanor to catch 
Isb small enough to escape through au Inch and a half mesh, or 
be young of any species whatsoever, which, at the time of cap- 
ure, are too young to be marketable, aud any parson catching 
hese with a seine or net, who shall not immediately return them 
dive Into the waters, or who shall sell or offer for sale such 
rouug fish, fresh or dried, Is guilty of a misdemeanor and subject 
o a fine of from $50 to $300, or Imprisonment for uot less than 
thirty nor more than sixty days, or both fine and Imprisonment.

I Head before the Fliibcultural Association )

1 have no doubt that thU subject has been well understood by 
many of you for some time, but I trust you will have patience 
with me while detailing some of my own personal experiences In 
the matter. . 

At the last annual meeting of thla association I asked for 
Information as to eggs of brook-trout, taken from hard and soft 
water: “ If those taken from the fish Inhabiting soft water* 
would bear transportation as well aa those taken from the fish of 
hard water*!” , ...

three years. The trout would thrive ulcely during the winter f 
and spring, but In the summer, when the supply began to fall, , 
they would die. After two or three years’ experience with this 
mortality the lesson waa learned from thla expensive teacher, and 
1 made ponds below this one, so that tbe water had an opportun¬ 
ity for contact wtih the sun and air, and ao became properly 
vivified before coining to tbe fish, and tbey live now In good 
health. 1 think It a mistake to build trout ponds over or very 
near the springs, but would prefer to use such a pond aa a reser¬ 
voir for pouds below.

A New Enemy or Fian—Rochester, N. Y .—Editor 
Field :— A short time ago a gentleman from Lewis county called 
on me and luformed me that he had found brook trorft and suek- 
ers with small holes eaten In their sides, and on exam nation he 
discovered a small animal about the size of a small spider stick¬ 
ing to the side of the flsh. It resembled a bat In shape, and also 
had .similar membrane between each of It* legs, of which It had 
six and when It fastened to the flsh It reminded one of what the 
boys used to call "suckers," made of a piece of sole leather cut 
round, a hole puucbed In the center and a string passed through 
1 with a knot tied in the eud so that It would not slip through, 

, then wet it and press it on to a brick and carry it around. Thla 
I insect looks as If it were fastened to the flsh In the same way, 
and eats a hole In the fish. I saw the same thing many years 
ago. It looks like a drop of jelly, and would be taken for a little 
swelling under the skin, and would not be noticed unless you 
were looking for it. We are not troubled with this Insect at the

They attain tremendous size with 
us—have seen them caught that would measure four or five feet 
In length, and as large as a man’s leg. I went In bathing re¬ 
cently while fishing, but I was afraid to venture In any distance 
for the water waa alive with the devils; and you bet I kept shy. 

I gave the hole a wide berth In which they were so numerous, for 
I had as soon come In contact with Victor Hugo’s devil fish 
as to be attacked while In deep water by half a dozen huge gars, 
with their long alllgator-like bills full of sharp teeth. 

Now let me tell Mr. Locke bow he can catch them, If they an¬ 
noy him while tront fishing like they do us: 

Take a skein of fine silk and tie It In the middle just above the 
hook, and let It be long enough to extend an Inch or two below 
the minnow’s tail. Now when his gsrshlp bites let him have 
the minnow a while. Don’t become nervous or excited thinking 
It Is a trout or salmon blttug, but keep cool and let him keep 
your cork out of sight some time, for the silk Is sure to become

—Reports from California tell of a strike among the salmon 
fishermen. It seems that they were not willing to accept the 
lower rates that salmon have been selling for on the Lower 
Sacramento, In many cases less thau a cent a pound, and so com¬ 
bined and struck. The canuers offered to pay twenty-five cents 
apiece for fish, while the fishermen demanded forty. They de¬ 
stroyed nets and committed other outrages, but yet they have 
not prevailed.

Hanover Dog Show. 

The first annual show of the Hanover Club for the trnprove- 
eut of dogs wss brought to a most successful termination on 
miday evening last. The weather throughout was most bcautl- 
tl, though upon one or two days the heat was very trying lo the 
»gs exposed to it. A very judicious regulation of the coramlt- 
:e was one which forbad the employment of straw on the 
enches whilst the show was open, and the result was an absence 
f offensive odors which was alike appreciated and unexpected, 
he secretaries Herr Emil Meyer and M. U. Marais were tndefa- 
gable throughout In their solicitude for the welfare and comfort 
f the dogs committed to their charge, nor was Prince Albert 
olras In any way less energetic in his endeavors to make tbe 
how the success which he desired It to be. We briefly referred 
o the arrangements last week, and on this point have nothing but 
raise to bestow on the committee: the benches were the most 
ubetantlal and roomy we ever came across, and the dogs were 
onstantly supplied with abundance of fresh water The feeding 
raa under the personal supervision of Messrs. Spratt’s contlnent- 
,1 agent, Mr. Wolff, and he performed his duties In the most 
•fficlent manner, the quantity being plentiful and the quality ex¬ 
cellent. Immediately the grounds were cleared for the night tbe 
logs were littered down, and In the case of those whose clothing 
ltd been removed, were sheeted for the night; the soldiers em- 
jloyed as keepers taking most kindly to their novel duties, no 
letter trAtment could be wished for by owners of dogs exhibited. 
The only blot upon the proceedings was the terrible delay In get¬ 
ting out the prize list; our Germau cousins do not appear Impa¬ 
tient to learn results, and are quite prepared to wait three or four 
Jays before they discover whether their dogs win or not. This 
Imperturbable resignation to the slowness of JudgeB may be all 
very well lu tbe case of exhibitors, but reporters view It from 
anatber light, and we slncerly hope that on a future occasion tbe 
absurd system of judging In battalions will be abolished, and one 
or two competent judges will be told off to the various classes. 

It would be well, too, If a clear arrangement were come to be¬ 
fore the judging commenced, sb regards tbe disposal of tbe various 
special cups; delay can do no good, and there Is something a lit¬ 
tle repugnant to one’s feelings when cups are awarded by abltra- 
tors who bave taken no part In tbe preliminary judgiug. We do 
not wish It to be Imagined that we are not perfectly convinced 
that all was fair and above board; the repreeeutattveaof the Eng¬ 
lish journals were Invited to all the committee meetings, and from 
what we ourselves saw of the proceedings we feel quite satisfied 
that the desire of the judges was to do justice to all. 

The unanimity of feeling amongst the Eogllsh visitors was re¬ 
markable, and all were loud In their expressions of satisfaction 
at the consideration shown them »nd the dogs. The following 
address from the English visitors wss presented to Herr Meyer 
on the last day of the show, and from the chetrful manner In 
which all signed It, It Is very obvious that everyone was satisfied.

3. Head of middling size, the upper part broad and flat, the 
forehead slightly wrinkled, the hind part of the head Is moder¬ 
ately expressed. Nose broader than In other breeds of hounds, 
may be black or red. Tbe bridge of the nose under the eyes Is 
small or drawn In, almost arched.

10. Hind legs moderately well developed, the lower parts not 
quite straight. 

11. Feet, strong, round, and closed toes. Nalls, strong, un¬ 
even; the sole of the foot Is strong and large. 

12. Coat, close and full, smooth and elastic, almost glossy. 

13. Color, grey-brown, like tl(e winter coat of deer; dark 
brown on muzzle, eyes, and tal(, red-brown or red-yellow, or 
brown Intermixed with black, and (narked mostly with tbe darker 
color; on tbe eyes, nose, and tall, as also with dark marks on tbe 
back. 

Those dogs are considered as faulty which have a small high 
skull, narrow nose, running In the same dimension toward the 
forehead; if the ears are too long, too narrow, and too pointed; 
if the legs are bent, too short, or too thin, or strongly bent and 
too high carried tall; as also the structure, If not In correspond¬ 
ence with the different parts of the body. As regards color, 
white, and also yellow marks, must be considered faulty. 

Fox-bounds were, as might have been expected, badly repre¬ 
sented, for Germany Is not a fox-hunting country, and there 
were only four entries In the two breeds. Mr. G. Raper won cup 
for the best of each sex, but, in the absence of competition, no 
great valne can be attached to the awards Harriers were better, 
snd both cups come to England by the help of Mr. Alston. Only 
one beagle—Rlngwood—appeared, and this Mr. Ross did not con¬ 
sider up to first-class form, so he most properly withheld the cup. 
Otterhounds were dreadfully bad as show dogs, and very few In 
number. Four griffons were entered In class 16, but the quality 
was so good that two cups and u second prize were awarded. 
Dr. Haddon had It all his own way in deerhounds, as he scored 
first In each class. Morven—Prince Bolins’ dog—Is well bred, but 
looks small by the side of Roy. 

Greyhounds brought together some wonderfully good dogs, 
but Mr. Sharpies’ grand old champion Lauderdale fairly smoth¬ 
ered his opponents In the dog class. It was the old dog’s last 
appearance In the show-ring, and he now retires, full of years, 
with the reputation of having for nearly ten years been the best¬ 
looking dog of bis breed In existence. In bitches, Queen Bertha 
won; her action is enough to carry her to the top of the tree, 
even If the good points In her person were over looked. Civil 
Service was the only one who could get near her. 8he Is a 
taking bitch, and should pay her way well this season. Of the 
remainder we preferred Kate Kearney to Motto, the third-prize 
winner, but the class was right well judged throughout. 

German pointers brought out some good-looking dogs, notably 
the winnere. They are chiefly of liver color, and In shape and 
make very closely resemble the old-fashiooed Spanish pointer. 
Our English dogs are considered too highly bred and excitable 
for the rough work they have to encounter, a German breeder 
Informed us; but we cannot help thinking that, good dogs as 
these may be, a large percentage of English blood would have 
to be Introduced to bring them near what a pointer should be. 
The difference between Mr. Price’s Wagg aud the winning Ger¬ 
man pointer, both llver-and-wbltee, was very visible when both 
were In the ring together, one all quality and the other heavy 
and coarse-looklng. Wagg won the cup, and wc heard nothing 
but expressions of satisfaction at the result. Mr. Macdona was 
swarded a special cup with Croxteth, who came second, and a 
very promising puppy he Is. Dido, tbe winner In the bitch class, 
did not strike us as being anything wonderful, and Mr. White- 
house bad not the best luck when his Sally was only placed third 
In tbe small-sized division. Ranger III. seemed quite out 
of form In tbe English setters, and was beaten by his kennel 
companion Ranger Rab, a black and-white dog, and not, we 
think, so good aa Ranger III. Mr. Richardson's Bruce, a fine 
blue-ticked dog, was for some unaccountable reason overlooked, 
whereas he should have certainly been high up amongst the 
money. The bitch class was right well Judged. Prince Solms' 
Queen, a very showy-looklng black, white aud tan, being first, 
and her sister Tanka, second. 

Gordon setters were a gift for Duke, but the old dog looked 
dull and listless; second prize went to M. Marais with Jock by 
Lang, be Is a well-made dog, but pale In tan, and has some white 
on hla chest Bounce, the third prize, was quRe out of coat 
Don, tbe winning Irish setter, la good In structure, but falls In 
color. Rover was not In his right position as second. He should 
have exchanged places with the winner, being better frilled and 
feathered, and superior In color. Prince Solms’ Flirt occupied 
the same position here In the bitch class as she did at Frankfort, 
Mr. Macdona supplying the winner with the heavily-marked 
Pamala, a strong, well built bitch, but disfigured by so much 
white. Old Toby again won In curly retrievers. He Is beginning 
to show signs of his age, but refatns his quality. For third prize, 
Chicory should have been substituted for Monk. This was a 
good class, sod It was a pity that dogs and bitches were not sep¬ 
arated. The wavy class, on the contrary, were an Indifferent 
lot, tbe prise dogs being well away from tbelr rivals 

Dachshunds, according to our English views, were wrongly 
Judged; but tbe judges firmly adhered to a standard that had been 
drawn up tbe day before. It will therefore be belter for ug not to of¬ 
fer any criticism opon them now. Fox-terrier* were the worst class 


In the show, the best of tbe lot being Mr. Alston's Blanche; they were 
tew In quantity, and worse In quality, so tbe breed cannot hare 
received much attention yet In Germany. Mrs. Humphries’ Don, 
looking very well, beat his son Don Juan for the bloodhound dog 
cup. Haldee walking over for the prize In the bitch class. It 
seems a thousand pities that there should have been so few en¬ 
tries, with two classes In the prize list, but we understand that 
there was some misconception on the subject, which, however, 
was settled to tbe satl if action of all parties. 

The non-sporting division opened with newfoundlands, and had 
the condition of some of tbe English dogs been better this would 
have been one of tbe best classes In the show. Mr. 8. W. Wild- 
man’s Leo won, but looked wretchedly out of sorts; In fact, was 
unrecognizable but for his color. Second prize went to a rattling 
good German dog called Moldeau, and be was promptly claimed 
by Mr. Richard Lord, the owner of Cabut. The main objection 
to the winner Is some wfllte on his feet, but under judges who are 
Indifferent on the subject of color, he wljl be very bad to beat. 
Cabut Is all quality, but very small, and Mayor of Blngley was an 
absentee. In the bitch class Brunette scored an easy victory for 
Mr. Wild man. Smooth-coated St. Bernards were conspicuous by 
their absecne, and the rough class were, taken as a whole, a very 
moderate lot. The winner did not Impress us at all favorably; 
his head lacked quality, and his color was very bad. Prince 
Solms' Courage, a flne-statured but savage dog, and Mr. Mac- 
dona’s Bayard, should, to our Idea, have been the two first, 
though the latter Is unfortunate In his coat, and was not look¬ 
ing well; possibly the voyage had knocked him up. 

The German dogs, or, as we should term them, Ulm hounds, 
were a splendid collection of giants. The winners, light brludle 
In color, were In magnificent condition, and, as a whole, tbe class 
was one of the features of the show. A very distinguishing 
characteristic of this breed seems to be the Immense amount of 
bone carried by the best specimens, and they seem as straight on 
their lees as a bull-terrier. Nero, the winner, Is a wonderfully- 
framed dog, with abundant muscle; but the second prize winner 
seemed quite as good. Tbe bitches are considerably smaller than the 
dogs, and therefore suffer considerably by comparison with them 
MaBtlffs, dogs, were a grand class, Mr. Alston's well-known 
Colonel just getting home In front of Mrs. Rawllnson’s young 
dog Emperor. The latter must very soon Improve luto the dog 
of tbe day. as be has moat of the good qualities of his sire Shah 
without the objectionable ones. At present we are disposed to 
agree with Mr. Dalzlel’s decision, but shall not be surprised to 
find It reversed before long. The Emperor’s condition was su¬ 
perb, and reflects the greatest credit upon Burnell, who accompa¬ 
nied him to the show. Dr. Winslow’s Wallace Is a coarse dog, 
bad In coat, and British Lion is utterly gone to the bad. In the 
bitches Mrs. Rawlln6on had a very easy win with the grand old 
Countess. 

Smasner proved too much for Mr. Dalzlel in bull-dogs and 
won agalu. He had evidently hurt himself on the voyage over, 
and was looking out of sorts. Mr. Benjamin will regret it If he 
oversbows so good a dog, for when condition is once thoroughly 
lost, It is hard to regain. Major Is an excellent bull-dog, 
though bad In eye and ears, but less In skull than Smasher, who 
!a the squarest-headed dog out. Gambler and Cliquol are nearly 
done with, and the rest of tbe class contained nothing extraor¬ 
dinary beyond tbe German exhibit, Caesar, who, for an absence of 
all bull-dog properties, was facile princepe. Mr. HousbaU's Peg, 
a wonderfully-limbed, but narrow-fronted, bitch, won easily In 
the bitch class, a pretty little fawn-smut of Prince Albert Solms’ 
going second. Rainbow, the third prize in this class, should, as 
a Darlington winner, be better than she was. 

Mr. Thomson easily won first and cup in sheep-dogs, with his 
beautiful smooth-coated bitch Yarrow. She is excellent all 
round, and Is bound to do a lot of winning If properly shown 
Old champion Hero was second, but, like others of Mr. Wild- 
rnan’s dogs, looked out of condition. Two new candidates for 
future honors appeared in Mr. Dalzlel’e Lad o' Kyle and Mr. 
Thomson’s Madge. The former was upon this occasion, of 
course, not for competition, but we managed to get a look at 
him when he was off the bench for exercise. He is a remarka¬ 
bly handsome dog as regards color, but tbe white blaze up his 
face makes bis head appear thicker than it really Is. Madge Is 
two small for many judges, but wliat, she lacks iu size she atones 
for In quality. Poodles were a good lot, the English champion 
Captain being out of It this time. He Is getting old, and tbe 
hair on his back seems to be thinning, and opening out. The 
prize dogs were all well roped, aud, as a class, were superior to 
any of our English ones. 

Dalmatians made a sorry show In point of numbers, but Mor¬ 
gan Is a very fair specimen of the breed. We cannot endorse Mr. 
Dalziel’s judgment in the black and-tan terriers. Cyprus, placed 
second, Is a better dog than Salvlna in msuy terrier properties, 
though he was looking out of color on this occasion. Mr. Parry’s 
Vixen Is a very good one too—in fact, we liked her quite as well 
as the winner, who seemed shelly throughout. The white English 
awards were still more unsatisfactory, for champion 8llvlo only 
managed to get third to old 8ylph and Vril. Granted that Silvio 
is thoroughly out of condition—as alleged by Mr. Dalzlel—we 
may then inquire If 8ylph was much better ! Both looked fagged; 
but Silvio, taken all round, was quite the gentleman of the 
party. The whole class was V.H.C., and out of the remainder a 
very smart little one called Touchet took our fancy as a good one 

Bull terriers were a very moderate lot, but Mr. Dalzlel placed 
them admirably, with the exception of highly commending the 
great lumbering, light eyed, butterfly-nosed Prince Victor. Mr. 
Potts’ dog Victor III. Is small and light In bone, but was well 
first. The disappointing Bill George coming second; this should 
be a better dog, judging from the long list of prizes which he 
has won, but he has the best shaped eye of any dog In the 
class. 

The class for rough terriers was divided Into two sections; the 
Dandles being allotted one, and the Irish and Yorkshire terriers 
the other. In the latter division Mr. Krehl’s Moya Doolsn won; 
but we must decline to notice Mr. Greenwood's dogs at this 
show on occount of the language he made use of toward the 
judge. Mr. Dalzlel hod the sympathy of all the English exhibit¬ 
ors who were present, aud wc cannot resist expressing our admi¬ 
ration at the dignified manner In which he received the abuse 
leveled at him. Judges must be protected from Intimidation 
at all hazards; and exhibitors Inclined to forget themselves must 
first learn to weigh the consequences before acting upon the Im¬ 
pulse of the moment. In the second division of this class the 
Dandle Cutty Sark beat Alle and Meg. Mr. Dalziel—no mean 
authority- considers the winner quite the coming dog, but for 
our own part we Infinitely prefer Meg, whose chief fault Is In 
her light-colored eyes, Mr. Thomas Sharpies won first with a 
clinking good black 8kye, Mr. Pike’s pair being well up. 

The King Charles spaniels were,with tbe exception of the win¬ 
ner, a sorry lot. The second prize has no color and a curly coat, 
whilst at present we must gratefully though firmly decline to re¬ 
ceive Mr. Hallsm’s views on the breed, aa exemplified by the 
specimen he led Into tbe ring. The Blenheims were worse; and 
the smooth-coated toys were only saved from Ignominy by Mr. 
Sharpies' little beauty, NN This little dog was particularly no¬ 
ticed by H. R- H. Prince Albert of Prussia on his visit to the show, 
and be congratulated Mr. Sharpies personally on his possession of 
such a dog. Champion Lady was well placed drat In rough-coated 


toys It Is a thousand pities that her back streak Is not darker, 
as she would be then nearly perfection. 

Booty won first and Prince Albert’s cup for the best pug, sec¬ 
ond going to a goodlsh one of, Mr. 8barplea Columbus, placed 
third. Is rather narrow in front, but has an excellent body and 
tall; Bokes, V.H.C., Is a handsome apricot-colored one, but Is 
very antpey and fiat-beaded, though bis body Is capital. 

In the variety class equal first was given to a rough-looking 
sheepdog and a creature called Bchnlps, who, from tbe number of 
prizes It has won, can fairly be dubbed the champion mongrel of 
tbe world. It Is ugly enough to frighten a horse, and Its size and 
woolly coat must preclude It from being of any use out of doors. 

Up to the last we were left In the dark as regards the dis¬ 
posal of many of the special cupe. Mr. Macdona easily 
won the Emperor’s cup for the best collection of sporting dogs 
which were suitable for the field sports of Germany; and Mr. 
Price's grand old Wagg took the pointer prize. The rest presum¬ 
ably were disposed of somehow; and we are very sorry their des¬ 
tination was not published. 

From the above remarks It will be seen that a first-rate show 
crowned the result of the committee's labors; the judging on the 
whole was extremely well received, and the only blots were tbo 
delay in Issuing the prize list, and tbe system of promiscuously 
awarding cupe and medals. Another year let the committee take 
the matter In hand In good time, and let the judges be requested 
to act more In accordance with the enlightened views of modern 
times, then we can safely prophesy such a collection of English 
dogs at the next Hanover show as our German cousins have never 
yet beheld.

Lee, Hou. I. L. Morrison, Hon. R. Vasey and Dr. C. C. Selchrist, 
for their efforts In the legislature In procuring the passage of the 
recent game and fish laws. Carried unanimously. 

The president having announced on the ground that the four 
team shoot would be shot with ten, Instead of fifteen birds each, 
as customary, and as had been advertised, Mr. Hauworth, ol 
Quincy, moved that the match should be shot according to the 
programme. 

It was moved to lay the resolution on the table, which was lost. 

President Lincoln called vice president Belden to the chair, and 
took the floor and explained that the reason for his changing the 
number of birds from fifteen to ten was, In consequence of the 
scarcity of birds, he had not been able so get as many as he had 
expected and required. Notwithstanding he had in the coops at 
the commencement of the tournament 11,000, there were so 
many contests, and so many to participate in them, he found that 
unless he cut down the four team shoot to forty from sixty birds 
to each team, he would not have enough. 

After a short discussion, Mr. Hauworth’s resolution was carried 
by eighty-two yeas to fifty-two nays.

Holding On or Abend.

Editor Chicago Field:— To-day's mall brought your wel¬ 
come paper. A press of business alone lias prevented my join¬ 
ing the numerous patrons of the Chicago Field In acknowledg¬ 
ing In complimentary terms (and substantially) your evident de¬ 
termination to gratify the tastes of (as well as to give to) your 
subscribers, not ouly the best sporlsmeu's paper on tbe continent 
but the most presentable. It Is always full of entertaining, In¬ 
structive matter, from which one who reads may learn. One ar¬ 
ticle specially, in tbe last Issue, will have peculiar Interest to 
many of your readers, and probably go far toward convincing 
unbelievers that, In a few Instances at least, the theories presented 
by ancient philosophers were not merely cranks, but sound, and 
susceptible of practical demonstration. The article referred to Is 
" The Velocity of Shot," (by T., In London Field). As some of 
your correspondents retch at Mr.Van Dyke's diagram system and 
strain at his gnattlly mathematical calculations, I will first en¬ 
deavor to strengthen this theory—not claimed by Mr. V. as hit 
own, I'm certain—by recalling to the mind of such objectors some 
of their boyish sports, the time In which less attention was 
paid to minutely dividing “measured portions of duration,” than 
to general results. In town-ball, bull-pen, etc., how did they 
throw to “ cross out” the champion runner as he sped from cor¬ 
ner to corner—dlrcetly at him I Did they never engage in stoning 
the " yaller purp,” who had lagged behind to gather the frag¬ 
ments of "dinner” left around the school-house! Hut, If they 
have forgotten these boyish pleasantries, others more applicable 
to the present time may, without figures, but with an imaginary 
diagram^—one made without “ compass, rule and pencil,”—be 
presented through the medium or our dimming eyesight, and less 
sensitive feeling. And when applied on Schneider’s scale may 
prove that five is five for a’ thet. Let him leap from au embank¬ 
ment directly of the platform of a passing lightning express; col¬ 
lision with the front corner or side of a coach (unless he has 
power to acquire imtantly higher velocity than tbe train has accu¬ 
mulated) will doubtless convince him that he has scqulred no 
“lateral motion," but that he had gathered a t/ruieed side. Or, 
let him station himself or a friend in whose freedom from “theoret¬ 
ical bias” he has perfect confidence—on a log In the water, and 
attempt to throw his cartridge box Into the stern seats of a swiftly 
passing boat, by “holding right on." He may trust In providence 
but bis experiment will result In vet powder! Can he “hold right 
on” and catch the “lightning chasing snipe" in his descent from 
space above! It occasionally happens that snipes are not only 
scarce, but very wild, and take wlDg at the slightest noise. 
A wisp thus flushed not untrequently soars aloft, circling the 
marsh from whence driven, until satisfied that no cause for 
alarm remains; then starts for the feeding grounds, acquirings 
velocity which will surely leave behind the leaden messengers 
sent at him, forty yards away. 

Presuming that ornithologists are approximately correct In 
ascribing to birds rates of Bpeed varying from 40 to 120 
miles per hour, we naturally conclude that the bird (before 
our gun) passed over some space, while the shot are In transit. 
Moving at the minimum rate—40 miles—the bird will accom¬ 
plish about 58 feet per second of time. According to estimates 
made In tbe article above referred to (on the hypothesis that 
space divided by velocity gives time), about 1-5 (15-74) of a sec¬ 
ond Is consumed In the passage of a charge of shot over 40 yards 
(120 feet) of space. The bird will have passed over 11.732 feet 
In the same space (1-5 sec.) of time, and will assuredly have left 
behind pellets sent that distance directly at him, unless from a 
gun which will cover a space of rather more than 18 square feet; 
or, tbe one-half charge of which will catch the bird between the 
center and perimeter of a circle whose diameter Is 23. feet. 

8 chnelder's practice is worth more to himself, certainly, than 
all the theories and figures combined. But our beat shots here 
say: “ Hold ahead of a crossing bird or ball.” Many of them 
are pretty “ good on paper,” and at the fireside after a day's 
hunt. But if Schneider will stop on his way to the next Tennes¬ 
see field trials be will doubtless be cordially received, and before 
leaving convinced that some of us have had a little experience as 
well as theory: and that our practice has been, In part, while sur¬ 
rounded by black jacks, green briars, dog woods. In high woods 
and cornstalks, tbe best of schools for “ teaching the Idea how 
to shoot.” 

But he must not Imagine that there Is any want of “ common 
courtesy ’’ In what Is said here; nothing Is further from my In¬ 
tention. But the odds are heavily against him now. figure* and 
practice agairut Au experience. If he will demonstrate practi¬ 
cally that he Is right, we will sayamen. and, like him, “ bold on” 
rather than "ahead,” as we will do till convinced of error.

We are Indebted to your correspondents “Square-Headed 
Nalls," and “ Exper Iment," for their contributions to the 
knowledge already possessed by most sportsmen of experience, 
on the question of bolding In front of birds crossing ut different 
angles and distances (as also, somewhat above tbe plane of sight, 
to obviate tbe effect of gravitation) 

For those who shoot with 16 and 20 gauge chokes especially, 
this affords matter for consideration, seeing that the diameter of 
the killing pattern of some of these guns is little over 16ln. or 
18ln, I have seen some under this measurement; and looking to 
the fact that It is not a question of bolding on your bird, but of 
being on tbe spot whlbh will be occupied by the bird at the mo¬ 
ment tbe shot arrives there, It Is obvious that, unless some calcu¬ 
lations be made, shooting Is mere fluking, or, at any rate, bit¬ 
ting must be. With 12 gauges tbe point la not so Dae, as a 30lu. 
diameter circle is pretty well covered by a killing pattern; and a 
man who Is a good shot with a good cylinder ought not to make 
many mistakes with tbe choke. 

But when a man knows the average drop of his shot—with tbe 
gun’s best charge—at 40 and 60 yards (say eight Inches at the 
former, and twenty at the latter range), and wheo he knows, at 
all events approximately, the time It takes to “ do these dis¬ 
tances”—let him not think that be has nothing but plain sailing 
before him. 

“Judging distance ” among bills, or In tbe plain, In Inclosed 
ground, or on that which is bare, Is by no means the same thing; 
and tbe apparent rate of flight of birds varies with their size and 
tbe character of their flight. Duck, blackgame, and cuahats By 
very much faster than they appear to do; and young hands fre¬ 
quently fall to make sufficient allowancejfor their pace and shoot 
behind them. 


If a man would look out for chances of shots at birds when 
flying near tbe face of rocks and banks, and would note the rel¬ 
ative whereabouts of the bird, sod tbe splash of the shot, be 
would gain an Insight Into the mysteries of shooting such as he 
could obtain In no other way. 

A bird, not necessarily game, flying low along tbe edge of any 
water, will afford as good an opportunity as any. It la only 
necessary to ascertain tbe range at which you fired. 

Firing at a string of birds doe* not afford so good a lesson, be¬ 
cause you cannot tell the position of the body of the shot with 
any certainty; pellets sometimes going off at Impossible angles, 
and dropplug birds considerably wide of the line of fire. 

In some cases where a mallard or a grouse, In a plague of a 
hurry, Is crossing you at about forty yards, I believe that three 
and a half to four yards Is not too much to allow for bis pace. 
As a rule, I fancy that few birds are missed by men shooting too 
forward or too much above them I 

By the way, I cannot but fancy that men are deceived as to the 
height at which birds are killed, and I question very much 
whether a man who is not particular to a yard or two on the 
level, would put bis gun to bis shoulder at a pheasant at a height 
of forty or even thirty yards, vertical, or nearly so. And, until 
I hear of men flooring rocketers In the Yosemlte Valley, where 
tbe trees are pretty big and pretty tall, I shall remain of that 
opinion.— IndoctUS, in London Field. 


Rogers Park, III. — Editor Chicago Field :—A meeting 
of tbe few sportsmen here was held last evening, and the 
Rogers Park Shooting Club was re-organlzed under a new 
name, viz., Chicago Field 8hootlng Club of Rogers Park.

Your valuable paper has many ad¬ 
mirers here, and I propose to see If some of them don’t admire 
It enough to subscribe for It. I have long been Intending to 
hand In my verdict, to-wlt, that It Is the beet tporleman't paper 
in America, but have delayed from time to time. I read It care¬ 
fully, and take great Interest In tbe discussions by correspondents. 

On the mooted question of holding on or ahead of crossing birds, 
I have to say It Is my belief that if the shooter follows tbe bird 
promptly with good aim, and does not Involuntarily stop short at 
tbe moment of pulling trigger, be will as a rule bag his game, 
oftener than If he guesses at a point ahead of the bird, hoping 
for the good luck that the shot and bird will come In contact. It 
cannot be calculated with the nicety of an eclipse, but of course 
can be done sometimes. 

We have also formed a Wicket Ball Club, but can find no rules 
for playing it In Chicago. Can you post us, or mention some book 
containing the rules! An Archery club Is also talked of, but 
may not be accomplished. Badger. 


Philadelphia, Pa. — Editor Chicago Field: —Though not much 
of a hunter I have read with interest the pro's and con's of bold 
on your crossing birds SDd bold ahead. I had not thought of 
offering a remark upon the subject until I had read to-day In 
your number of June 7, 1879, Schnelder’B remarks where he 
says, No. 9, line 4 and 5, that the “ shot travel so rapidly that 
time Is practically annihilated.” I wish to add the weight of my 
observation to this statement. How many tlmes,asoureye glances 
across tbe barrel when we bring down a bird, we see the bird turn 
over ere we are sensible that we hear the report, the pressing of 
the trigger and the turning of the bird seem to be simultaneous, 
and the report teems to be an after consideration. In fact I 
have heard good shots declare that Mr. Bird turned over before 
they heard tbe report and I am Inclined to think they were right, 
their sense of hearing for the time being lost. This shows that 
Schneider Is correct In saying that time Is nearly annihilated. 
For me I always, us a rule, hold on a bird, crossing, believing 
that If be is within killing distance he cannot get outside of the 
circle of shot, and I am not at all particular what shot hits him 
provided he Is brought down. Shooting In a gale you may have 
to make an allowance, but I am speaking as a general rule.

Peabodt, Mass.— Editor Chicago Field :—I am considerably 
surprised that there should be any discussion about this holding 
on In making cross shots, aud It seems Incomprehensible that a 
sportsman should advocate It. If he can bring to bag a black 
duck or teal by bolding on and do It often, why all right. I 
won't be so Impolite as to say l do not believe It, but It is cer¬ 
tainly hard to believe; I can’t do It. I've had considerable expe¬ 
rience at coot shooting along shore, and when I began I shot at 
the bird and missed him. After using up considerable ammuni¬ 
tion to no purpose I changed my tactics and by making a suita¬ 
ble time allowance (two and sometimes three feet), I began to 
make a better score. For this kind of work I use a 12-lb. 34-in. 
muzzle-loader, 10-bore, 6 drs. powder, lj oz. No. 5 shot; with 
this charge I have killed or crippled five ducks sltttng In a pond 
at a distance of twenty rods This is a fact. For bush shooting 
I use a 74-lb., 10-bore, 27-In. barrel, bored to shoot close.

As It Is now that season of the year In slang parlance termed 
“ between hay and grass,” there Is very little for us members of 
“the gentle craft,” to do. save to keep our tackle In order, watch 
tbe lookout for sport wheo the season arrives, and busy ourselves 
as best we may at the traps, with an occasional tussle with the 
rod and reel In localities where the finny denizens of wave abound. 
As for myself, 1 have had very little field work, except the In¬ 
stance spoken of In my last, when_ " Wahkonza” and myself 
bandied the snipe rather roughly to the tune of six dozen In a 
short drive 

We have had several Utile friendly brushes at the trap on glass 
balls, and do some very fair work for amateurs. We have had avar- 
lety of glassware and have settled upon tbe Martin smooth ball a* 
tbe best light weight ball, perfectly reliable and cbeap,and our ex¬ 
perience with It Is such that I can cordially recommend It to all 
parties wishing a good article tor a reasonable sum. 

Regarding game there Is a very fine prospect for tbe coming 
season, on grouse and ducks. A large number of the latter birds 
remaining here to breed so that by tbe explratloo of the close 
season, a poor shot even can make a good bag of young mallards 
and teal. Of course to the old veteran this early shooting baa few 
pleasures, but for the tyro It Is a golden opportunity and one 
usually embraced, as the young birds lack the wariness which 
they manifest later In tbe season. Neither doe* their flight, 
when flushed, exhibit the baffling velocity, and many variations, 
so terribly apparent In November when they swing In over the de¬ 
coys at a rate that will almost make one hold hla breath as the 
hissing pinions cleave tbe crisp air. 

A serious detect of our present game law Is that the close 
seasons on ducks and prairie chickens are not made coterminous. 


We can see no reason why tbe dose season on chickens m*v 
be shortened to August 15, as formerly, and thus the ttm °kl 
made to coincide with that of ducks. Perhaps some of the^l ’ 
makers may be sufficiently religious to pray “ lead us not i *,* 
temptation,'* but do they not violate their own petitions h 
making It lawful for the ardent sportsman to kill ducks to any , 
tent be may choose, and at tbe same time unlawful to klllgnju 1 
or chickens until two weeks later, when tbe protected bird ojf 
numbers the unprotected In the ratio of three to one bmia 
being obtainable with half the labor! ’ cs 

Although I do so reluctantly, I am forced to admit that yen- 
few of my sporting acquaintances possess the love for the game 
law, necessary to cause them to abstain from firing upon the full, 
fledged covey of grouse, at a time when It Is perfectly lawful to 
treat ducks In the light of suitable prey, with which to gram, 
their Insatiable longings for blood. Although should my nj 
sons I Inclinations be consulted regarding the fixture of the open¬ 
ing day. I would quickly say Bept 1 for all, or even later: yet It 
Is very obvious to tbe most casual student of the subject that we 
should encounter difficulty In enforcing It that amount almost to 
Impossibility, with the present methods of surveillance now ob¬ 
tainable. Bo that tbe subject, after a small amount of Inspection 
assumes about this form; i «., If such a law as we lo tbe minority 
want cannot be enforced under the existing circumstances, w e 
must either change tbe law to one that can, and will be, enforced 
orbring about a condition of things that shall make the enforcing 
of the more desirable law possible. 

U la plain that either of the above changes Is necessary to ( 
proper protection of game In Iowa, and If we cannot do as we 
would let us do as we can tor the present, or In other words peti¬ 
tion a change In the expiration of tbe close season on chickens, 
from the present date to Aug. 15, that of ducks. Then as there 
Is no game lawful before that time, If a mao Is seen sneaking out 
of town with a gun, It will be more than proper to Investigate his 
case when bo returns with the fruits of bis stolen chase. Once 
more I would appeal to tbe sportsmen of Iowa In the name of the 
game we bold so dear, to not let the coming assembly close Its 
session without taking suitable action In tbe matter of game lane. 

Now if the reader can bear the transition from political and 
sporting economy, to sporting literature, I will say a few words 
regarding the little volume recently complied by that polished 
sporting writer,Will Wildwood, viz: "Fugitive Sporting Sketches 
by the lamented Frank Forrester,” whose memory will ever re¬ 
main green In the heartsef sportsmen, who are good men and 
true possessing those finer instincts and feelings that engrafted 
upon the character of men, by a close communion with the charms 
of nature under circumstances the most favorable to their enjoy¬ 
ment and comprehension. This attractive little volume is dedi¬ 
cated by the author to the admirers of Frank Forrester, and as 
everyone well knows, their Dame Is legion, and If every admirer of 
that talented pioneer In literature secures, as he should, a copy of 
this delightful repository, the present edition must necessarily 
run far Into the thousands. 

When we come to consider the fact that a large majority of 
these sketches were never published In any way except in the 
scattering miscellaneous periodicals of the third quarter century 
of our Independence, at a time when the Importance of such 
things was recognized to a far less extent than at present, we can 
form some Idea of the stupendous undertaking of the author when 
he commenced the collection of these fugitive waifs, scattered 
over tbe width of our broad laud, preserved In old files of almost 
forgotten magazines, shattered by tbe usage of over a quarter of 
a century, reposing as they were In out-of-the-way localities, and 
forgotten In many cases, even by their possessors. That they are 
Important aDd interesting, needs no proof except the name of 
their author, while their resurrection after the lapse of years 
renders them doubly dear, just as we so gladly welcome many 
another acquaintance, who has 6trayed from our midst and 
wandered In foreign lands to return when given up for lo6t and 
long forgotten. The editor opens, after a brief introduction, 
with an extended memoir of Herbert, the moat complete we have 
ever read, Including a brief mention of his almost countless 
literary labors. Herbert's’artlcles on the quail and woodcock, 
though penned by the author more than thirty long years ago, 
discover a knowledge of ornithological lore not to be surpassed 
by many of our modern so-called scientists; while Tbe 
Blaze at Barnegat and ArnoDg the Mountains are Inimitable, in 
fact It Is a rare “ bonanza "of its kind, and needs to be read and 
re-read to be appreciated and understood. 

One more break, and we reach the “ finish.” Ever slow to em¬ 
brace new improvements, until thoroughly tried, for years we 
placed unshakeD faith In the Imported Eley wads and shells, be¬ 
lieving It out of the line of probabilities, that any one should 
Imitate those standard productions with any degree of success. 
However, I was forced to admit that the U. M. C. Co., of Bridge¬ 
port, had fairly outdone their copy, when they brought out their 
Justly celebrated shells a few years ago. After a short time they 
undertook the manufacture of wads with the same praiseworthy 
success that attended their experiment with the shells. On ex- 
amtnlnlng and testing the American wads I was forced to bury 
soother of my long-cherished Idols, for the new wads exceeded 
tbe Imported In weight, fibre and thickness and were singularly 
uniform in alt particulars. Since their advent I have used no 
other except when unavoidable. 

Now comes another American candidate for public favor, In 
the person of B. Goodman, of Ansonla, Conn., who, believing In 
the maxim, that “what man has done, man can do,” has brought 
out another new wad In pink and black edge grades. I have 
tried this latter production and can certainly and safely say they 
are first class In every respect, equaling In every way, If not sur¬ 
passing tbe good features enjoyed by Its competitors. 

In closing I would recommend a trial of this new article, as 
the sportsman canuot but be favorably Impressed regarding it* 
many points of superiority, on a near acquaintance.
